Report On POWs 


United Nations, Nov. 3. 
A United Nations report published here today 
revealed that 29,061 Japanese prisoners in China 


between 1953 and 1955, and 1,231 


Union were repatriated. 
The report 


in the Soviet 


added that the repatriation of 9,000 


German prisoners of war was proceeding according to 


the September ‘agreement between West 
Chancellor Konrad .Adenauer and Soviet 


Nikolai Bulganin. 


These figures were given In 
the annual report of the special 
United Nations prisoners of 
war committee, handed to the 
Secretary-General, Mr Dag 
Hammarskjold, today. 

The report sald the Japancee 
Government estimated = that 
260,000 of its nationals had 
died in captivity, Of these 
13,000 were “presumed dead” 
while in captivity in the Soviet 
Union and the Aslan peopte’s 
democracies. 


Other Estimates 


The Japanese Government 
declared that 43,000 of Its na-
